6 (a) ASSESSMENT REQUIRED.—

7 (1) IN GENERAL.—The Comptroller General of
8 the United States shall conduct an assessment of the
9 responsibilities, workload, training, and vacancy
10 rates of suicide prevention coordinators of the De-
11 partment of Veterans Affairs.

12 (2) ELEMENTS.—The assessment under para-
